lib theme, “ Prophets of Peace/* Ifis 
tex t was from Matt., 5:8 —“ Blessed 
are the peacemakers, liecause they 
snail be called the children of God.” 
“God measures men,” he said, “not 
by their perfections but 
purposes. 
Not by the incidents in their lives 
hut the ideals towards whieh they 
are constantly climbing . Not by their 
faults and failures but their Faith. 
Not the eddies in the stream 
of 
their lives but its mid current. By the 
sum total of the g ood they do and 
not the occasional bad. He forg ets 
the mistakes and forg ives the sins. 
By these standards he judg ed Abra­ 
ham, David, Peter and Paul and by 
this standard we must judg e the life 
and character of Woodrow Wilson. 
“Critics and criticism is the price 
that a man must pay who elects to 
follow a public career and possess 
official places of power. They become 
the targ et of poisoned arrows 
and 
serpentine tong ues of their adversar­ 
ies and enraies. The public mind 
is 
|M)isoned by the insinuations and in­ 
dictments that mag nify the 
wrong 
and minamize the g ood. Thus did the 
world with the prophets 
of 
God. 
Ohri-4 was not only criticized but 
crucified by the men of his ag e be­ 
cause his ideals were too holy 
and 
hig h for their petty and selfish souls. 
Washing ton, Lincoln and Grant were 
crucified on the cross of 
partisans 
hate before they wore the crown of 
world honor. Woodrow Wilson was 
no ex ception to this rule and 
was 
crucified by both pretended friends 
and avowed enemies.*’ 
The minister referred to 
Isaiah, 
Mich a and Woodrow Wilson as Pro­ 
phets of Peace, and reg arding the 
latter he said: 
“The clouded and checkered ca­ 
reer of this Prophet of Peace came to 
a close as the Sun of the day that 
christia ns meet to worship the Prince 
of Peace climbed to 
its 
meridian 
splendor his tired and troubles spir­ 
it went to its rest and reward. 
“Like most men he climbed the 
ladder of life 
throug h 
hardships, 
difficulties and defeats. The son of a 
Presby terian preacher, a child of the 
Manse he knew the hardships that 
belong to life. He came to the presi­ 
dency of the United States when the 
clouds of war were g athering 
that 
broke into the storm of the 
world 
war. Empires were 
crumbling 
and 
crashing into one another as they fell 
to their final fall. Dy nasties hoary 
with y ear- were slowly dy ing . Sparks 
of war were fly ing near and far. For 
awhile he i>ursued the 
policy 
of 
‘watchful waiting ,. But at last we 
entered the war and the world knows 
the result. The world's appraisement 
of him will differ. By some he has 
been worshipped as the God of their 
deliverance. By others he was hissed 
and hated. But all reg ardless of poli-

the basement ’of 
the 
church at 1 9 :4 9 o'clock. There was 
a g ood turnout of Scouts and they 
apparently 
appreciated 
references 
made to the Bov Scouts in the ser­ 
mon. 1 lie Scouts g ave their org ani­ 
zation laws and the Scout oath. 
Dr. Harg ett’s tex t was from Acts 
\ 1, 15, * A Man Full of Faith,” and 
he spoke in part as follows; 
These words were spoken of Step­ 
hen, the first marty r. 
They are true 
also 
of 
our marty red President, 
\ bra ham Lincoln. 
Each y ear with an increasing ap- 
mviation of our indebtedness to 
him we must keep before the people 
hose who incarnate most fully our 
hig hest American ideals. 
Our Na­ 
tion’s real wealth lies not in its 
mines hut in its men, not in its com­ 
merce but in the character of its 
citizens. 
That we may remind the 
people often of that important fact 
we unveil our monuments 
to the 
g reat and g ood and observe 
the 
birthday s of those who by being and 
doing have best served the Nation. 
The q uestion is sometimes 
asked 
why celebrate the day of a g reat 
man’s birth rather than the day of 
his death. 
Tin* answer is a simple 
one. The truly g reat and g ood never 
die. 
They have birthday s but no 
death day s. 
Those who by daunt­ 
less courag e, by hig h and holy sac­ 
rifices, by noble service have made 
themselves factors in the world’s 
or og ress live with increasing power 
is the y ears fly by . They have join­ 
'd the choir invisible. 
Of those immortal dead who live 
ag ain 
In minds made better by their pre­ 
sence; 
In 
the firmament 
of America’s 
g lory there are two stars of sur­ 
passing 
mag nitude. 
Washing ton 
founded the Nation, Lincoln preser­ 
ved it and ex tended the principle on 
which it was founded to a race en­ 
slaved. 
Washing ton g ave us a Na­ 
tion without a master, Lincoln a Na­ 
tion without a slave. 
Washing ton 
launched the ship of state. Lincoln’s 
strong hands took the helm when ii 
101*111 was on the deep, when wind 
and wave and rocky reef threatened 
the life of the ship. 
He g uided it 
afely throug h Gie nig lit. and the 
tempest, g iving up his life as it en- 


foot g rade, and turned over at 
the 
>ottom. 
The icy pavement was g iven as the 
ause of fhe mishap, and the aeei- 
lent happened on the bridg e, just be- 
‘ore the road crosses the traction line 
ind railroad tracks at Hawthorne. 
The people live east of this city and 
were enroute to Indianapolis. 
Mr. Alsop was driving the ear, and 
us daug hter was in the rear seat. 
The 
car 
plung ed 
throug h 
the 
north side of the bridg e, and turned 
over at the bottom. 
The 
steering 
wheel is believed to have held the 
ear up off the occupants, and people 
passing the place assisted in pulling L-onfidenee and was accessible to the 
the two people out. The car 
was j poorest and the humblest. 
Hi 
badly damag ed, and the two occu­ 
pants received only minor cuts and 
bruises. 


For Washing ton and Lincoln 
Twin obelisks shall rise, 
Their base the continent.

Faith in himself, faith in his fellow 
men, faith in his cause, and faith 
in God.

He spok e in su bstance as 
follows: “ Sin lias been the u niversal 
problem of the hu man race.

It deals merely with the offender 
and is pu rely a system of ‘don’ts”. 
“Jesu s.saw that the root of sin was 
in the heart.

for 
the name of Jesu s. 
The world has ever look ed forward 
to the coming of one who wou ld have 
su ch righteou sness as wou ld satisfy 
divine ju stice. 


The creed emphatically affirms that 
fact that He was dead. 'It was no 
swoon. Xo body stole him away. The 
tomb was sealed and gu arded. 
And 
today at intervals, millions gather 
abou t his table and brak e bread in 
remembrance of his body brok en for 
u s. 


In that Valley of the Shadow, they

The Rev. L. E. Brown Says Former 


President Was Crucified by Both' 


Friends And Enemies 


MEMORIAL SERMON SUNDAY 


Interest Increases at First Baptist 


Church Revival—Sermons in 


Other Pulpits 


Woodrow Wilson was crucified by 


pretended friends and avowed ene- 
mies, the Rev. L. E. Brown, pastor of 
the Main Street Christian church, de- 
clared in a memorial sermon on the 
life of the former president at the 
Sunday morning services, using for 
Tiis theme, "Prophets of Peace." His 
text was from Matt., 5:8—"Blessed 
are the peacemakers, because they 
snail be «--al!cd the children of God." 


'<Qod mea'suMie.men," he said, "not 


by their perfections but 
purposes. 


Not by the incidents in their lives 
but the ideals towards which they 
are constantly climbing. Not by their 
faults and failures but their Faith. 


Not the eddies in the stream of 


their lives but its mid current. By. the 
sum total of the good they do and 
not the occasional bad. He forgets 
the mistakes and forgives the sins. 
By these standards he judged Abra- 
ham, 
David, Peter and Paul and by 


this standard we must judge the life 
and character of Woodrow Wilson. 


"Critics and criticism is the price 


that a man must pay who elects to 
follow a public career and possess 
official places of power. They become 
the target of poisoned arrows and 
serpentine tongues of their adversar- 
ies and enmies. The public mind is 
poisoned by the insinuations and in- 
dictments that magnify the wrong 
and minamize the good. Thus did the 
world with the prophets 
of God. 


Christ was not only criticized but 
crucified by the men of his age be- 
cause his ideals were too holy and 
high for their petty and selfish souls'. 
Washington, Lincoln and Grant were 
crucified on the cross of partisans 
hate before they wore the crown of 
world honor. Woodrow Wilson was 
no exception to this rule and was 
crucified by both pretended friends 
and avowed enemies.5' 


The minister referred to Isaiah, 


Micha and Woodrow Wilson as Pro- 
phets of Peace, and regarding the 
latter he said: 


"The clouded and checkered ca- 


reer of this Prophet ot Peace came to 
a close as the Sun of the day that 
Christians meet to worship the Prince 
of Peace climbed to its meridian 
splendor his tired and troubles spir- 
it went to its rest and reward. 


"Like most men he climbed the 


ladder of life 
through 
hardships, 


difficulties and defeats. The son of a 
Presbyterian preacher, a child of the 
Manse he 'knew the 'hardships that 
belong: to life. He came to the presi- 
dency of the United States when the 
clouds of war we're gathering that 
broke into the storm of the 
world 


war. Empires were crumbling and 
crashing into one another as they fell 
to their final fall. Dynasties hoary 
with years we're slowly dying. Sparks 
of war were flying near and far. For 
awhile he pursued the 
policy 
of 


'watchful waiting,. But at last we 
entered the war and the world knows 
the result. The world's appraisement 
of him will differ. By some he has 
been worshipped as the God of their 
deliverance. By others he was hissed 
and hated.

lem" was the .pastor's theme in the 
evening. He spoke in substance as 
follows: "Sin has been the universal 
problem of the human race. Our first 
parents sought to solve the problem 
by 'hiding from God, but failed. From 
that day forward, ,tnen have sought 
to solve the sin problem by legisla- 
tion, and have equally failed. While 
•legislation has offered some relief 
and made the solution easier, yet it 
can never completely, solve the prob- 
lem. It deals merely with the offender 
and is purely a system of 'don'ts". 
"Jesus.saw that the root of sin was 
in the heart. Men needed an inward 
change. His remedy was 'Ye must be 
born anew.' 


"First, it is only natural to ask 


with Nic'hodemus, 'How can 
these 


things be?' Manifestly, if human life 
is to be change he who made it in the 
'beginning must perform the •change. 
But he cannot perform that change 
without your consent. You must open 
your heart iand give him the chance. 


"In the second place, why must I 


be born anew if I am to solve the sin 
problem 
Chiefly because of the life 


which Jesus demand. It is not enough 
that a man merely be a respectable 
citizen and able to keep out of jail. 
To Jive the life which Jesus would 
have demands a changed attitude and 
•purpose. Selfishness and purely per- 


sonal comfort must give way to the 
spirit of sacrifice and brotherly love." 


Sermon Series Continued 


The KevI tiibs'oh'Wilson continued 


his series1 of sermons: on "The Apos- 
tles' Creed" at the First Presbyterian 
church Sunday, the suffering of Jes- 
us under Pontias Pilate being the 
theme. 


The pastor pointed out that Jesus, 


in order that he might suiter in the 
human sense, he took upon himself 
the form of a man, because the Old 
Testament picture of Him was that 
He should he a suffering 
Saviour. 


Continuing, he said: 


In this humility and'foresakedness 


He was lifted up on the cross and 
cried, "My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me." 
. Historically this-event is confirmed 
by the creed, for it was done under 
the governorship of Pontius Pilate. 
Pilate's name would have been for- 
gotten long ago had it not been for 
the name of Jesus. 


The world has ever looked forward 


to the coming of on'e who would have 
such righteousness^ as would satisfy 
divine justice. 


The creed emphatically affirms that 


fact that He was dead. It was no 
swoon. No body stole him away. The 
tomb was sealed and guarded. And 
today at -intervals, millions gather 
about his table and brake bread in 
remembrance of his body broken for 
us.

In that Valley of the Shadow, they 


heard Death, the King of Terrors, 
saying "Earth to Earth, ashes to ash- 
es, dust to dust."

Because Lincoln .did not unite with 


the church it has been claimed that 
iie was an unbeliever.

Judging by the true test of a faith 
that functions in life Lincoln .was 
preeminently a Christian. He was so 
simple and sincere that he could not

J.t the-possession of a 
Ciiristlike spirit makes a man n 
Christian then Lincoln was", a Chris- 
tian. ^TVith malice toward none and 
charity for all" he conducted both 
private and public affairs. He for- 
gave as he hoped to be forgiven. He 
was consecrated to the service of his. 
fellow men. If purity of heart Christ- 
likeness of spirit, sympathy for all, 
and sacrificial service for all consti- 
tute a Christian then you must agree 
that Lincoln was one of the noblest

that eVer walked the
